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New York Office 
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The following is « report of the efforts of the New York Office to put 
into effect the findings of the Williamstown Meeting with reference to 
tasks allotted specifically to that office (see Minute 52, p.39). Dur- 
ing the winter of 1929-30, the staff was principally concerned with the 
financing and launching of the special projects. During the winter of 
1930-31 your secretary spent from August 15 to April 20 in the Far Kast. 
During that period the assistant secretary had charge of the New York 
Office. The winter of 1931-32 has been fully occupied with efforts to 
carry forward the projectspreviously launched. The details given below 
will indicate the range of this office's service..

I. THE CHRISTIAN MESSAGE (Minutes 12 and 29) 


A Conference of Professors of Theological Seminaries in the United States 
and Canada was held at Drew University, November 25-28, 1930, under the 
leadership of Dean Luther A. Weigle. 


Smaller conferences were arranged for Mr. Paton and Mr. Oldham during 
their visits to America in 1930 and 1931. 


II. MISSIONS IN RURAL DISTRICTS (Minutes 13, 14, and 40) 


Dr. Butterfield's trip to India was planned and financed during the winter 
of 1929-30. 


A report of Dr. Butterfield's trip was published and an edition of 


5,000 copies has been sold. The report is entitled, THE CHRISTIAN 
MISSION IN RURAL INDIA. 


he budget raised for this trip was $10,000. Thirteen foreign mission 
boards in the United States and Canada contributed about half of this 
amount, the balance being given by a few individual donors. 


Dr, Butterfield's trip to the Far East was planned and financed during the 
winter of 1950-31. 


A report of Dr. Butterfield's trip was published and an edition of 
2,000 copies is now being sold. 


The budget raised for this trip was $10,000. Thirteen foreign mission 
boards contributed about half of this amount, and the balance, as in 
the preceding year, was given by a few individuals.

Through personal gifts to the amount of $1,000 it was possible to retain 
Dr. Butterfield's services for the year 1931-32 as Counsellor on Rural 
Work for the International Missionary Council. 


Dr. Butterfield has lectured in some of the colleges and seminaries in 
the United States and Canada and has written a series of short articles 
which have been placed in missionary magazines. He has also corres- 
ponded extensively with missionaries with whom: he became acquainted in 
the two preceding years. (For further information concerning 

Dr. Butterfield's work, see his report.) 


The New York Office has codperated in establishing a school for rural 
missionaries at Cornell University. 


III, RELATIONS BETWEEN THE YOUNGER AND OLDER CHURCHES (Minutes 16 and 31) 


Continuous study has been given to the problem of self-support following 
the lines suggested by the Foreign Missions Conference resolution adopted 
by the Jerusalem Meeting. 


A thorough-going comparative study of three areas, the Congo, Mexico, 
and Japan was projected. 


In consultation with the Committee on Codperation in Latin America, 
a project was drawn up for Mexico and the necessary funds were 
voted by six boards having work in Mexico. But in view of various 
circumstances that developed, including the launching of the Lay- 
men's Foreign Missions Inquiry, the plan was postponed and the 
money returned to the boards. 


The study in Japan has been postponed until after the Laymen's 
Foreign Missioas Inquiry. 


The study in the Congo under Mr. Bmory Ross was approved by the 
American Congo Committee and $200.00 has been provided for the 
study by the boards working in that country. 


During the secretary's visit in the Far East, committees of investiga- 
tion in Korea and the Philippine Islands were appointed; they have 
reported twice regarding progress of their inquiries. The results of 
these studies will be reported in due course. 


The organization and relations of missions and churches were major subjects 
of personal study in Japan, Korea, China, and the Philippine Islands. Ob- 
servations and suggestions have been reported as opportunity offered both 
in conferences in these countries and in Amcrica. These subjects are still 
being studied, and, if time permits, a printed report may be issued. 


Graduate students have been urged to undertake some phase of this study as 
a thesis for a degree. 


Mr. E. K. Higdon has been studying the development of the Protestant 
Church in a Roman Catholic environment. 


IV. DEPARTMENT ON THE CHRISTIAN APPROACH TO THE JEWS (Minute 17) 


The assistance of the New York Office was given to the establishment of the 
office of the new department. 


Assistance was given to Dr. Hoffmann in conducting the Atlantic City Con- 
ference and editing the report. 


V. THE INTERNATIONAL REVIEW OF MISSIONS (Minute 18) 


The management of the I.R.M. in America was taken over from the Foreign 
Missions Conference in December 1931. 


Special effort has been made to combat the falling off of subscribers due to 
the cancellation of gift subscriptions by the boards. 


Continuous effort has been made to find articles for the I.R.M. that are in 
line with missionary thinking in America. 


VI. RELIGIOUS LIBERTY (Minutes 19 and 45) 


A Group, osrenoc. under the chairmanship of Dr. Joseph P. Chamberlain, Professor 
of Public Law, Columbia University, have been meeting to work on this problem. 


They outlined a comprehensive study of religious liberty which they 
presented to the Institute of Social and Religious Research but which 
has not been accepted. 


The Group requested the International Missionary Council to set up groups 
in various mission fields to work with the Group in New York. 


The National Christian Council of India appointed a committee to 
codperate with the New York Group. 


There is a group in China working under Mr. Lobenstine. 
The National Christian Council of Japan has appointed a committee. 


The Committee on Missions and Government in Egypt is codperating 
with the New York Group. 


A series of papers have been prepared for the New York Group and circu- 
lated, one being that of Dr. William E. Hocking which appeared in the 
INTERNATIONAL REVIEW OF MISSIONS for April 1932. 


A study of this problem in Syria is now being projected. The financing of 
this study, if undertaken, will be entirely independent of the I.M.C. The 
study will be made in consultation with the Group and with the advice of 
those ospeciatly familiar with the situation in the Near East. 


VII, RELATIONSHIPS WITH LATIN AMERICA (Minute 20) 


The secretary has served as a member of the Committee on Godperation in Latin 
America. Proposals for more satisfactory relations between this Committee 
and the International Missionary Council have been discussed and will be 
presented at the meeting in Herrnhut. These will include recommendations for 
direct relations with the National Christians Councils of Brazil and Mexico 
and their direct codperation with the International Missionary Council. 


VIII. COOPERATION IN AFRICA (Minute 21) 


Codperation of the American boards in the African program has been maintained 
through the New York Office and the Committee of Reference and Counsel and 
its secretaries. 


Meetings have been held to discuss in detail the manuscript of 
Mr. Oldham's book. 


The advice of the American Boards has been secured on questions in 
regard to the Congo. 


The financial backing of the American boards and other donors for the 
work of Mr. Oldhem and Miss Gibson has been secured. 


IX. CHRISTIAN LITERATURE (Minutes 22 and 25) 


Christian literature in the countries of the Far East was cne of the major con- 
cerns of the secretary's visit there and a separate statement will be presented, 


Through the Committee of Reference and Counsel and its secretaries, the codp- 
eration of the American boards in the International Committee on Christian 
Literature in Africa has been secured. 


X. PUBLICATIONS 


The New York Office has cnergetically promoted the sale of all International 
Missionary Council publications including the Jerusalem Report, with the re- 
sult that these have been financed without drawing upon the regular budget. 
A net profit on December 31, 1931, of $3,820.11 has accrued, which is being 
used as a capital fund for new publications, and also to supply working 
capital for all of the activities of the Council. 


XI. RELIGIOUS EDUCATION (Minute 24) 
Visits to the fields by religious educators. 


The New York Office codperated with the World Sunday School Association 
in sending Dr. Jesse Lee Corley to China. The report of this Commission 
under the title, RELIGIOUS EDUCATION IN THE CHINESE CHURCH, has been 
circulated in America jointly by the World Sunday School Association and 
by the International Missionary Council. A separate statement on this 
report will be presented. 


Special attention has been given to the circulation of the manuals prepared 
by J. W. C. Dougail and Miss Alice B. Van Doren. 


Bibliographies: 


Dr. Paul Vieth prepared a bibliography of books on religious education 
published in America. Arrangements were made with him for the prepara- 
tion of an international bibliography but for various reasons this 

plan was not pursued. 


Codperation with other international bodies. 


The New York Office has collaborated with the World Sunday School 
Association:

XII. EDUCATION 
The Union Universities in China: 


Much time has been given to the committees and conferences engaged 
in the development of a correlated program. 


Institute of International Education: 
As a member of its advisory committee on visiting professors. 
International Institute of Teachers College, Columbia University: 
In regard to the League of Nations Commission to China. 


In regard to material for their yearbook which in 1933 is to be on 
missionery education. 


XIII. EDUCATIONAL COMMISSION TO JAPAN (Minute 30) 


The American members of the Commission on Christian Education in Japan were 
appointed in 1931 and left for Japan on October 1, returning in Januany 193. 


A budget of $13,000 was raised for this Commission, twelve boards of the 
United States and Canada contributing. 


The report of the Commission entitled, CHRISTIAN EDUCATION IN JAPAN, was 
published by the Intennational Missionary Council in April 1932. 


The report has been presented to a committee of the Foreign Missions Conference 
of North America and the secretary has been meeting with that committee to 
follow up the findings of the Commission. This committee is only at the 


beginning of its work. 


XIV. COMMISSION ON CHRISTIAN HIGHER EDUCATION IN INDIA (Minute 47) 


American members of the Commission were chosen in co6peration with the Com- 
mittee of Reference and Counsel and the American boards concerned. 


After the return of the Commission a committee was appointed to receive the 
recommendations. Dr. Warnshuis has codperated fully with this committee. 


XV. THE HOME BASE (Minute 26) 


Help was given to Dr. Mott in research on his two books, THE PRESENT DAY 
SUMMONS TO THE WORLD MISSION OF CHRISTIANITY and LIBERATING THE LAY FORCES 
OF CHRISTIANITY. 


XVI. DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH AND COUNSEL (Minutes 27 and 28) 


The New York Office aided Mr. J. Merle Davis in his relations both with 
the mission boards and with other organizations and individuals. 


XVII. EVANGELISM (Minute 28) 


The New York Office has huiped to make known in America the progress of the 
Kingdom of God Movement in Japan, and the Five Year Movement in China. 
Reports of these movements were also made in person to the National Chris- 
tian Council of the Philippine Islands. 


XVIII. APPOINTMENT OF MR. BASIL MATHEWS (Minute 37) 


During Mr. Mathews visit to America in 1930, the New York Office served 
as his headquarters. 


XIX. FINANCE (Minute 38) 


The finances of the Council in general have been under the supervision of 
Dr. Warnshuis. At no time was it necessary to negotiate a loan at the 
banks in New York. Detailed financial reports and a full report on the 
budget will be separately presented. 


The projects listed in Item 11, Minute 38, were duly financed outside the 
general budget. 


The Pension Committee, consisting of Dr. Mott, Mr. Speers, and Dr. Diffen- 
dorfer, have drafted a revised plan for a pension allowance to all of the 
salaried officers of the International Missionary Council (see spocial 
report for details). 


XX. STUDIES ON MISSIONARY SUBJECTS (Minute 41) 


The New York staff has codperated with Dr. Kenneth S. Latourette in his 
study of missionary subjects. (For results of that study sec Dr. Latourette's 
paper.) 


XXI. FAMINE IN CHINA (ifinute 42) 


The New York staff have given continued attention to femine relief in China 
and in 1931 participated actively in the organization of a joint committee 
on Flood Relief in China. 


XXII. PORTUGUESE COLONIES (Minute 44) 


A study was made of the new regulations in the Portuguese Colonies in rela- 
tion to the treaty agreements regarding religious liberty. 


Representation was made to the Washington Government in codperation with 
the British efforts to secure justice for missions working there. 


XXIII. OTHER GOVERNMENTAL RELATIONS 


China. Much time has been given to the problems arising from the political 
changes in China, and close relations have been maintained continuously 
with the responsible officials both in China and America. 


Near East. The problems in Egypt and Iraq have received attention from 
time to time. 


Mandates. The reports of the Permanent Mandates Commission have been care- 
fully studied, and memoranda circulated. 


During the last six months, the extraordinary developments in the Far East 
have been closely followed and opportunities for helpful service have been 
sought. 

xXIV, PRAYER CARD (Minute 53) 
The prayer card was compiled and published as recommended. 


XXV. PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


Assistance has been given to the National Christian Council in the Philip- 
pine Islands by obtaining additional finances and otherwise codperating with 
the result that Mr. Higdon has been enabled to continue his services as its 
secretary in spite of the withdrawal of the mission of the United Christian 
Missionary Society from the Islands. 


KXVI. LAYMEN'S FOREIGN MISSIONS INQUIRY 


As opportunity offered, assistance has been given in the development of the 
plans of the Laymen's Inquiry. 


XXVII. PLANS FOR HERRNHUT 


Much time during the last six months has been given in codperating with the 
other officers of the Council in making arrangements for the meeting of the 
Committee at Herrnhut. 


XXVIII. ASSISTANCE TO THE COMMITTEE OF REFERENCE AND COUNSEL 
As requested, assistance has been given to the Committee of Reference and 


Counsel and its subcommittees of the Foreign Missions Conference of North 
America.
